SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled New Talent Vol.2 No. 10 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The main focus of the magazine is on photographs of women, stripping for the 
camera. It includes four small advertisements for sexually explicit videos featuring 
“teenage sex”. These are placed in a context in which sexual attention is focused on 
youthful and inexperienced women. This normalises and validates sexual interest in 
young persons. The publication therefore tends to support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. In doing so it falls under one of the deeming provisions 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 protects the freedom to seek, receive, and impart 
information and opinions of any kind in any form. Flowever, the deeming provisions 
outlined in the FVPC Act override this freedom. 
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
